THE OPEN 
ROADS OF WINTER 

When a blustering nor'vester or a 
bitter gale from the southeast Sweeps 
over the snow-covered face of the 


country then trouble is afoot for those 


who travel and those whose public 
obligation it is to see that the roads 
are kept in shape for traffic. ; 

The winter of 1926-27 virtually 
brought highway motor traffic to a 
standstill when restless furrows of 
mow piled into huge drifts and made 
ft impossible for autos to keep their 
own. tracks Open. Already this year 
snow fall and frost have given a hint 
of trowblous traffic months ahead, and 
unless more systematic measures are 
adopted in clearing the roads motorists 
may expect to battle once more With 
king Winter under conditions that of- 
fer little prospect of easy success 

Thus far the provincial highways 
department has. steadfastly refused. to 
undertake the clearing of the roads 
during the winter as part of an official 
obligation, though there has been no 
hesitancy in accepting responsibility 
for the maintenance Of main highways 
in the snowless months of the year 
Tn other northern provinces and states 
‘it has been established by practical 
‘teste that public funds expended in 
leeeping roads open for traffic during 
the winter have been more than justi- 
fied by the increased volume of busi- 
nesg transacted. 

Undoubtedly Alberta is reaching the 
stage where some definite policy must 
be adopted for maintaining winter 
m@torway®.
